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GHORGIA'S FRAVOULENT BONDS. 

Under the nead of “A statement of 
counsel,” two attorneys for the hulders 
of some of the fraudulent bonds lately 
declared nulland void by the people 
in ratifying an amendment to the con- 
stitution, sign @ communication in the 
Evening Post of New York. This 
paper has been sent to us marked, and 
we presume to all members of the leg 
islature. It is a feebledefense of these 
bonds, and a general complaint that 
they were not permitted to assert their 
rights in.court. Wo would not notice 
this communication but for the fact 
that it contains a proposition to puf- 
inh our people by trying to ruin our 
‘credit. It is useless now to discnss 
this bond question. It is res adjudi 
cata, and unless the convention, soon 
toassemble, through some inadver- 
tency, opens the question, it is forever 
buried. Mr, Robinson and Mr. Seg 
wick, the attorneys alluded to, are well 
aware of this fact, and the statement 
made in the prelude to their proposi 
tion about the wrongs perpetrated on 
these innocent bondholders is m pre for 
effect than account. 

After discussing the equitiesof their 
clients’ claims, they wind up as fol.

The si ck exchange has always recognized 
toef et that itis to agreat extent re:ponsible 
for the securities which 1: permits to be placed 
upon its list, and to which it gives the sanetion 
vl its official] recognition It nas done so once 
already in the case of the stat: of Georgia. On 
cne ocearion, the New York stock exchange de~ 
manded, and eoforced the demand that the 
interest of certain obiizations wiich the state 
was on the point of diehonoring shouia be paid 
We have, therefore, ad vised our Clients that the 
only chance they now have of getting the ear 
of that doubiless large uumber of the inhabi- 
tants of the stat; of Georgia who would, if they 
knew the facts, contemplate with shame the 
wrong that has been comunitied, is to petition 
the stock excaange not te permit any new lean 
offered by the state of ‘teorgia to be piac2d on 
the list, and also to si ike from its list all the 
securities of the state now quoted. That such 
an application would have an effsct on the 
credit of the state can hurd’y be douvted. Were 
Georxia bonds, with the exception of thoc2 now 
under considera*ton, heid to any extent outside 
the state the consideration of th eff ct of such 
an spplication upon those securities mighi 
Calce some hes tation ; bat inr-much as nearly 
all the mcogn zed obli.etions of the state are 
held by Georgians, erd the depreciation wiil 
taus be felt almost exc usively by those who 
have particip.ted ia tbe benefits of :his breach 
of faith, this seems rather a recommendation ei 
than an. bjeci on to the application. 

Weare not very well acquainted with 
the “body” appealed to, but of one 
thing we are certain: We have never 
secured many benefits trom the stock 
exchange, and we do not fear its pow- 
er. The fact is, we have no idea that 
any New York clique can make good 
bonds lose their vaiue, nor can. they 
make bonds of no value goud, If they 
have any such power, then we most re- 
spectfully ree mmend Meesr . Kobin:o0x 
and Segwick to press, for their only 
chanve to ever get anything is in this 
way. eorgia credit does not depend 
on the spiiefal whi:n of a disappsinted 
attorney, and if the New York stock 
exchange can be influenced by such 
recommendations. 1t wil! soon be with- 
out the power to regulate the value of 


securities of any kind. 

Oae thing we regret, and it is that 
the credit of Massachuse.its and New 
York is degraded to the level of the 
least honest community of the south. 
We are very mach indébted to these 
sta es for all of our prosperity since the 


war, and forall thes: bonds. These lat- 


ter are the work of csrvet-baggers from 
these states,and it yrieves us very 
very much toinjure tueir credit, but 
t cannot be helped. We hope the 
stock exchange will have power to 
avenge all there wrongs, and when 
they get “the ear of that doubtless 
large number of the inhabitants of the 
state of Georgia,” just pu | it until you 
run our “eights” from 115 to nothing, 
keep our “sixes” from selling above 
par, and then we. will have faith in 
your power’ but not till then.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
W asHINGTON, June 16, 


To Hon. John Sherman, Secretary of 

the Treasury: 

Sir: By your letter of the 11th inst, 
I am informed that the amount of sub 
sidiary silver coin, when added to the 
fractionary currency which. has been 
issued and not redeemed, reaches prac- 
tically to fifty millions of dollars, and 
you inquire in substance whether, un- 
der the third section of the joint reso- 
lution of July 22, (876, you are author 
ized to continue the issue of silver coin 
in the place of fractional currency, 
heretofore issued, which is shown to 
have been lost or destroyed. I have 


January 4, 1875, the secretary of the 
treasury was authorized to issue sub-~ 
sidiary coin in redemption of fractional 
currency until the amount of such 
fractional currency outstanding should 
he reduced, By the act of April 17, 
1876, he was authorized to issue such 
siiver coin, in redemption of an equal 
amount of fractional currency, whether 
the same was then in the treasury 
awaiting redemption, or whenever it 
might thereafter be presented for re- 
demption, Thethird section of the 
joint resolution of Juiy 22, 1876, is as 
follows: 

“Section 3.—That in addition to the 
amount of subsidiary coin, authorized 
by law to be issued in redemption of 
fractional currency, it shall be lawiul 
to manufacture at the several mints 
and issue through the treasury and its 
several offices such coin, to an amount 
that, including the amountof subsidia- 
ry silver coin and of fractional curren- 
cy outstanding, shail in the aggregate 
not exceed at any time $50,000,000.” 

It was, in my opinion, intended by 
this section that the money to be used 
as change should amount to fifty mil- 
lion dollars, and when the term, out- 
sianding, was used in reference to the 
coin and fractional currency thereto~ 
fore issued, it was contemplated that 
the secretary should ascertain how 
mucn of that’ which had before been is- 
sued was still onts'inding. It wasa 
public y known fact thai al: the paper 
currency was, to a ccnsiderabie extent, 
destroyed by us+, this fact having been 
shown repeatedly in the cases of those 
banks which have been at various 
times compelled to redeem bills issued 
by them. in regard to an issue of frac- 
tional currency, it was also quite clear 
that, from the number of piece3 in use, 
such losses would be proportionaliy 
greater than the issue of bills of Jarger

It appears from the reports 
of the treasurer of the United 
State, the comptroller of the currency 
and the chiefof the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing, dated the 9th inst., 
that the amount of fractional currency 
lost and destroyed, which, therefore, 
cannot be presented for redemption, is 
$8,083,513 50. The attorney general, 
in his opinion of this date, a copy of 
which is herewith enclosed, holds that 
in ascertaining the amount of fractional 
curreney outstanding within the mean- 
ing of the third section of the joint res- 
olution of July 22, 1876, there should 
be deducted from the amount of such 
currency issued and not redeemed the 
amount lost and destroyed. The 
amount issued and not 
31, 1877, was $21,206,930.33, and de- 
ducting the amount lost and destroyed, 
as above stated, will leave $13,123,416 - 
83, the amount of fractional currency 
which, according to the opinion of the 
attorney general, was then outstanding. 
You are, therefore, directed to issue

A Treasury Officer Prohibited from 
Parchasing Bonds. 


W ASHINGTON, June 17.—The register 
of the treasury yesterday applied tothe 
treasurer to subscribe in his individual 
behalf for a $1,000 bond of the new 4 
per cent joan, but it was ruled that this 
officer could not purciase a bond. The 
decision is made under the provisions 
of section 2443 of the revised statutes, 
which provides that no person ap- 
pointed to the office of secretary, first 
comptroller, bret auditor of the treas- 
ury, or register, shouid be concerned 
in the purchase or disposal of and 
ublic securities of the United States. 
tion 241 of tbe revised statutes 
makes it a misdemeanor for any clerk 
to carry on any trade or business in 
the funds of the United States. The 
actin question is in the old statute of 
1779 in the original organization of the 
treasury department, and has here- 
tofore either been disregarded or con- 
strued into the prosecution of business 
in state or United States bonds.

Lonpon, June 17.—As regards the 
European seat of war, the principal 
point worthy of remark has n the 
extraordinary stringency of the pre~ 
cautions taken by the Russians to pre- 
vent anything transpiring relative to 
their operations, Although the cor. 
respondents in Roumania number 320, 
not one of them has been able to give 
any real information which would as- 
sist the formation of an opinion as to 
where the Russians in‘end to cross the 
Danube. This increased secrecy, taken 
in conjunction with the issue of decrees 
for new loans and a large addition to 
the army, 1s interpreted by some seem- 
jeety, mate good reason as a sign that 
the Russians no ionger hesitate, and 
important events may ehortly be ex- 
pected, as soon as the Danube, which 
all accounts agree’ is falling, 
is in condition to per- 
mit operations. Of course under these 
circumstances the opivions relative to 
the locality of the Russian advance 
must be formed from indications ob» 
servable from the southern bank of the 
Danube. ‘Lhese observations seem 
to indicate somewhere not far from Nik- 
opolis as the spot whe e the most seri- 
ous effort will be made. The Russians 
are making a notable concentration of 
troops at the mouth of the rivers Bode 
and Bluta, across which they have 
thrown bridges. There is scarcely any 
doubt that the troops concentrated be- 
tween these tworivers torm the oper- 
ating army. It seems as though the 
Russians woud make an attempt to 
cross at this part of the river, while en- 
ergetically engaging Ruschuk with 
heavy artwllery. This ‘atter conclusion 
is supported by the arrival of a good 
quantity of heary artillery, especially 
mortars, at Guigeoo, andgthe fact that 
the Russians have occupied 
the island of Stokan, opposite the 
town, and are establishing batteries 
there, despite the Turkish fire. The 
Turks also think a passage will be at- 
tempted in force between Nicopolis and 
Sistova, and have considerably rein- 
forced the camps and garrisons at thuse 
places. 

In Asia the principle feature this 
week has been the partial withdrawal 
of the Russian right wisg, and the 
closer investment oi Kars and Ba‘oum. 
The wotal Russian force avyailabie tor 
active operations in Asie Minor is 
apout 140,000 Of there 40000 are 
arourd Kars, 30,000 between Kars and 
Ba‘'cum, and 30,000 between Kars and 
the line uf Bayazid aud Top:ak K»leh, 
thus leaving about 40,000 fer the centre 
against Muaktar Pash, 40,000 in strong 
position. This shows the Russians 
have no men to spare if they intend 
to keep the country they have go far 
occupied, though if their object were 
simply to effecta rapid advance ani 
defeat the ‘lurks as a preliminary toa 
peace, there is tothing to prevent their 
doing so. Ic is confirmed from several 
sides that the Kussians are not benton 
rapid operations of this latter kind, 
but on the contrary, are doing their 
work thoroughly, aod are systematical- 
ly takirg over the admunistration ot the 
country as they advance.
